accozdingly will a command, that from the time of publiſhing this Pꝛoclamation, none pꝛeſume

And His Mateſty doth further wil#command,that all ſuch as hereafter ſhalcome oꝛ repaire to 
the Court foꝛ this purpoſe,ſhal bang with them Certificats, vader the hands ofy Parſon, Wicar, 
oꝛ Miniſter andChurchWwardens, of thoſe ſeuerallPariſhes where they dwell, and from whence 
they come. teſtifytng actoꝛding to the trueth, that they haue not any time befoze beene touched bp 
the King, to the intent to bee healed of that diſeaſe. And His Mateſtie doth ſtraitly charge all 
Juſtices of the Peace , Conſtables,and other Officers, That they doe not ſuffer any to paſſe,but 
ſuch as haue ſuch Certificates, vpon paine of His Mateſties diſpleaſure, And to the end that all 
His louing Subiects may the better take knowledge of this His Mateſties pleaſure and com- 
mand, His will is, that this Pzoclamation be publiſhed, and affixed in ſome open place in euery 
Market Towne of this Realme. All which, is Mateſhe hauing by fozmer Pzoclamation, vp- 
on the like occaſion publiſhed,and commanded, he doth now againe command, ſtrictly to be obſer- 
ued by all and euery perſon and perſons whom it ſhall oz may concerne , bpon ſuch paines and 
penaltiesas may be inflicted vpon them koꝛ the neglect thereof.
